Daring a CnrouHul lu a Saloon With 
• Couple of Women, FUb 
Has Trouble With m 
Private Detective. 



Now York. Sept. in. Xidiolas 
Fiah, millionaire, diplomat, and de- 
scendant and one of tbe beet known 
of American families, died at the 
Roosevelt hospital at ;i:25 a. m.. Hip 
result of an Injury received in Erh- 
hard's saloon. 205 West Thirty- 
fourth street. 

Whether he was miirderod or fell 
the jH)lice have not yet determined. 
Conflicting stories are told, but there 
seems to be no doubt that Mr. Fish 
had a quarrel with a private detective 
named Thomas J. Sharkey, who join 
ed the hanker at a talile, wtiere lie 
had been f ir several luiurs diiiikiiiK 
With Mrs. Libbie J. PblUipB and Mrs. 
Kellte Casey. 

Ckironer Jackson made an e;camina- 
tlon of Mr. Fish's body and said that 
no fracture of tiie skull had been 
found. He believed death had been 
due to paralysis of the brain, caused 
by a blow In the left side of the face 
or head. Dr. O'Hanlon, coroner's phy- 
nician, performed an antojisy on the 
body of Mr. Fish. He found that 
death was caused by cerebral bemorr^ 
hage due to violence. 

Mrs. Libble J. Phillips, 38 years 
old; Mrs. Nellie Casey, 30 yens old; 
and Thomas J. Sharkey, 48 years old, 
a private detective, were arrested in 
connection with the case. According 
to the police. Mr. Fish entered Brh- 
hardt s saloon. 25 West Forty-llfth 
street with Mrs. Phillips and Mrs. 
Casey. The police say that Mrs. 
Pbllllps knew who Fish was, but that 
neither Mrs. Casey nor Sharkey, 
who siil)se(niently joined the i)arty, 
were aware of his Identity. Sharkey, 
who knew the women, was not reluct- 
ant to Join the party, when one of tbe 
women Invited him to. The police 
say that Fish did most of the buying. 
Fish then discovered that his money 
was exhausted, and he announced 
that he would have to draw a check. 
Sharkey, Ignorant of Fish's identity, 
questioned his al)ility to make his 
check good. Fish, it is said, took of- 
fense at this and angry words ensued. 
Then, according to the police, some 
one slapped Fish's face. One of the 
women, cliiifiinu to Fish's arm. drag- 
ged him toward the >\oor t)f the sa- 
loon and out to the sidewalk. The po- 
lice say that Sharkey attempted to 
follow Fish, but was for a moment 
rtsirained from doing so by the oth- 
er women. He finally went out of 
tbe saloon and he and Fish encounter- 
ed each other on the sidewalk. 
Sharkey's hat had been knocked off 
and he was han hended. There was a 
scuffle, by wiiuni coinnK need, it is not 
known. Fish fell or was knocked 
down, his bead striking a flagstone. 
Just before the scuffle on the side- 
walk commenced. Mrs. Casey becom- 
ing alarmed, hurriedly left the party. 

After Fish fell, it is said, that 
Sharkey entered the saloon and then 
left It and went Into a saloon a few 
doors away and a moment later left 
that place anil boarded a street car. 
He was closely followed by Mrs. 
Phillips, who was carrying his hat 
sod who also boarded the car. l ish 
was lying unconsclotts on the side- 
walk and a knot of people gathered 
about him and some men carried him 
Into the hallway of the saloon and 
tried to revive him. Being unsuccess- 
ful they again brought him tojtbe 
street, thinking he might rs^ve 
there. He was lying on the street 
when a policeman appeared. The of- 
ficer called an ambulance from Roose- 
velt hospital. Fish Identity was not 
learned until the hospital was resch- 
ed and his clothing was searched. As 
soon 88 It was learned who he was, 
be wss entsrsd as a private patient 

Mrs. Casey. Mrs. Phillips and 
Sharkey were arraigned in police 
court and were held for the coroner. 
A detectlre said to the sitting mag- 
litrata that the prisoners were ar- 
raigned as suspicious persons In con- 
neotloo with the death of NIchoIss 

Mrs Casey denied all knowledge of 
the case. Mrs. PhllUps when ques- 
tioned about the esse said: "You'll 
find out later." 

Coroner Jackson held gharkey in 
110.000 ball and Mrs. PhUUps and 
Mrs. Casey In |600 ball eaob as wlt- 

"*Sharkey made the toltowing state- 
ment preliminary to his arraignment: 
"1 went into Erhhard's and saw 
there two wopen with whom I am ao- 



qualnfd. They called out when 
they saw me 'Come over and have a 
drink.' I went over knd sat down 
with them and after I had talked to 

them some, this liankei-. Fish, seom- 
ed to take oflense at my being there. 
We had a few words and all at once 
he drew oft with his arm and struck 
me. Then we both got up. I went 
otit one door and he the other. He 
must havo stumbled down the steps 
and fallen in poinvr out." 

Mr. Fish, aged 63, was descendant 
of one of the oldest and most dlstln- 
Rulshed of American families. His 
grandfather. Colonel Nicholas Fish, 
fou;;ht with distiiicti<in In tlie battles 
of Harlem Heights, Saratoga and 
Yorktown, and his father, Hamilton 
Fish. WHS the first secretaiy of state 
under President Grant. 

IHJIIN OTION A SKED 

By Attorney General Pratt to Pre» 
vent PrUe Klgbt. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 16.— In ac- 
cordance witti iiist r':ct Ions received 
froni (kjvernor Ueckham, Attf)rney 
General Piatt filed In the Jefferson 
circuit couii a suit for an Injunction, 
seeking to prevent the contest 
fchednled to take place before the 
Southern Athletic club at the audi- 
torium here next Monday night from 
being held In this city. 

The motion for the injunction will 
be argtied t)efore Judge Eminett Field 
of the common pleas division of the 
circuit court Thursday morning and it 
Is expected that a decision will be 
handed down promptly In order that 
that status of the contest can be de- 
termined at once. Should the deci- 
sion be against the match, the fight- 
ers' attorneys say the case will be 
taken at once to tbe court of appeals 
and win be pushed thrqugh In ample 
time for the contest. 

The defendants to the suit are: 
Terry McGovern, Sam H. Harris, hi.s 
manager; Young Corbett. John F. 
Corbett, his manager; James J. Cor- 
bett, the referee: William P. Norton, 
owner of the .\udltorlum; Robert C 
Gray, manager and the Southern 
Athletic club and C. E. I.4imbertaon, 
sporting editor of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer as a stake holder. The peti- 
tion states that both Terry McOov- 
ern and Young ("orbett are profes- 
sional prize (ighiei.^ .-u'.d tiiat in the 
fight each contestant will exert his 
utmost efforts to disable his oppo- 
nent. The iiotition further declares 
that the |jri;ii(ised contest is merely 
a jKjstiionement of th" tiL-hi ai i ;ui.i;i i| 
to take place before the Nutmeg Ath- 
letic club in Hartford, Conn., where 
an agreement was made to split tbe 
purse f.o per cent to the winner and 
40 to tlie loser. 

It is alleged that the prize fighting 
win bring together a dangerous as- 
semblage of many thousand which 
will have a demoralizing effect on the 
well bi ing of the community and that 
the contest is contrary' to tbe laws of 
the state. 



PAIR OF CONFERENCES 



Held by the Opposing Sides In Great 
Anthrteite Coal Strike. 



LABOR LEADERS VIEW SITUATION. 



tVbile Gomprm und MItehfll Are

Operatura Hold a .fleeting 
In Kew York City. 



Wllkesbarre, Pa., Sept 16.— Samuel 
Oompers, president of the American 
Ftderation of Latior. arrived here. Ho 
at once went to I're.sident .Mitchell's 
headquarters wliere he met National 
Treasurer Wilson and the district 
presidents of the United Mine Work- 
ers. 

Mr. Gompers and the e.xecutive of- 
ficers of the miners' union held a 
lengthy conference. Before be went 
to tbe meeting Mr. Ctompers was ask- 
ed what his mission here was. He 
replied that he came to confer with 
Mr. Mitchell and the other officers of 
the union regarding the strike. 

When the conference adjourned for 
dinner, Mr. Oompers was the only 
one who would speak regarding the 
deliberai ions. He saitl the strike sit- 
uation was discussed in all its phas- 
es; tbe finances were found to be In 
a good condition; the relief funds 
were coming in promptly, and there 
was no reason why the striisc should 
not continue without inflicting any 
hardships on the strikers. 

Mr. Gompers was asked whether it 
was proposed to levy an extra assess- 
ment in order to help the miners out. 
He declined to answer the (juestion. 
He also refused to say whether the 
American Federation of l.«bor will 
be convened In extra session to take 
action on the strike. 



Will Ask Federal Aald. 
Cheyenne. Wyo.. Sept. HI. — (Jov- 
ernor Richards has been Informed by 
telephone from Grand Encampment 
that for many miles along the Wy- 
oming-Colorado line north of Pearl, 
Colo., a furious forest fire is raging, 
devastating everything in its path. 
Every effort to subdue the flames has 
been exhausted without effect. Gov- 
ernor Richarils immediately commu- 
nicated with Governors Orman of 
Colorado. an<l arranged for both to 
send a telegram to tbe secretary of 
the Interior, asking for aid. Accord- 
ing to the latest reports there are at 
least 18 serious forest fires burning In 
Wyoming, to say nothing of nunraer- 
ous smaller flres In southern Albany 
county that are destroying great 
swamps of fine timber In the Medi- 
cine Bow range and threatening min- 
ing buildins. Although 100 miles 
away from Cheyenne, tbe smoke from 
these flres obscures the sky here and 
the odor of burning wood is plainly 
noticeable. 

Another Riot. 
San Francisco, Sept. 16.— There 
has been more rioting on tbe out- 
skirts of the Presidio reservation. A 
band of soldiers gathered opposite a 
saloon and began throwing stones in 
tbe directton of the place and tbe po- 
lice were summoned. The s^dlert 
then assailed the iR)llce with sticks 
and stones. Some shuts were fired 
by the soldiers who then rushed 
across the street and proceeded to 
wreck the saloon. They set Sre to It, 
but the flames were extlngnlahed by 
the fire department. The soldiers 
then directed their attention to an- 
other saloon and demolished it, while 
other houses In the riolnlty were also 
more or less damaged. The rioters 
were finally quelled and a patrol forc- 
ed them t o retreat to the reservation. 

Gold From Australia. 
New York, Sept. 16.— J. and W. Se- 
ligman ft Co. announce that they will 
receive 11,250,000 gold from Australia. 
The gold is due at Ban Francisco on 
Oet. f. 



Meeting of Coal Operators. 

New York. Sept. 16. — A conference 
of Uie leading anthracite coal inter- 
ests was held at tbe Philadelphia and 
Reading company's offlces. Those 
present Included President Baer ot 
the Reading road. President Trues- 
dalt. of the iHlaware, I^ackawanna 
and Western; President Fowler of 
the New York, Ontario and Western; 
President Walters, of the Lehigh Val- 
ley; President Oliphant. of the Dela- 
ware an 1 Hudson; Irving Stearns, of 
Coxe Brothers and Company, and 
John Markle, of o. B. Markle and 
Company. The two last named rep- 
resented the Independent operating 
interests In the hard coal industry. 
The precise subjects (jf the Cfinfer- 
ence could not be learned, but it was 
stated In advance of the meeting that 
.no concessions will be granted and 
that recent events of a semi-i)olltlcal 
character would not be seriously con- 
sidered. Following a meeting with J. 
P. Morgan, John Markle made this 
statement. "I do not think It neces- 
sary to repeat that all talk of conces- 
sions on the part of the operators is 
foolish, and certainly without founda- 
tion. Our position now is the same 
as when Mitchell made his original 
propositions, and no different than 
when the strike began. Sti far a.s re- 
cent attempts at settlement are con- 
cerned. It Is only necessary to add 
that every effort from Senator Hen- 
na's down has been futile. We have 
defined our position and will main- 
tain It" 



Force Increased. 
Tamaqua, Pa., Sept. 16.— The work- 
ing force at the Oreenwood colliery 
was increased somewhat and tbe 
plant is now running apparently with- 
out difficulty. Last night a c(Jtnmit- 
tee from the Tamaqua local of the 
United .Mine Workers visited M. A. 
Gerber, the superintendent of the op- 
eration and asked him to close the 
plant. This he refused to do. The 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation company 
is overhauling tbe machinery at its 
No. 11 breaker. It is said that work 
will be started tbe latter part of the 
week. The ofticial of the company 
will neither ci iilirrn tior deny this re- 
port. The No 1 and .\'o. 12 colleries 
of tbe Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
eompany, the Smith-Myers washery 
and the Greenwood Coal company 
eouibiued shipped about 2.000 tons of 
coal to N ew York. 

Another Ocean Record. 
New York. Sept. 16.— The North 
Oeman Ltoyd <, steamer Kronprinz 
Wilhelm arrived In port from Bre- 
men. Southampton and Cherbourg, 
beating all westward records. The 
Kronprinz Wilhelm left Cherbourg at 
9:10 p. m. on Wednesday. Sept 10, 
and arrived at the Sandy hook light - 
ihip at 4:07 a. m., making the run of 
,'!,(tl7 miles In five days. 11 hours and 
57 minutes, at an average speed of 
23.09 knots per liour. Tbe time made 
Is three hours and 48 minutes better 
than the best previous westward 
word. 



MINISTER PELLETAN 

I pt'iiks of Kriiiief'i* .Navnl FrowesB

IJi/erta, Tunis, Sept 16.— M. Pelle- 
tan. French minister of marine, made 
a remarU;il)le spi •■cli. at an eiiterlain 
ment of the municipality, which is 
expected will cause the French for- 
eign minister, M. Delcasse, some trou- 
ble to explain. After pointing out tbe 
hnporfanoe of Blztrta a.s a Imlwark 
of France, M. Pelietan i)roceeded: 

"We do not say we want to make 
the Mediterranean a French lake. We 
have been cured ol^ the dreams of the 
great man, who wished us to domi- 
nate the world. But part of the 
Mediterranean is I'r. iicl) and will re- 
main French. With this powerful 
stronghold so well situated for de- 
fense and also for attacl<. and with 
Corsica and Toulon, we can hold the 
open d<K)r lietween the two lialves of 
the Meditterauean in spite of .Malta 
and Gibraltar. Certainly 1 do not de- 
sire a conflict of peoples against Eng- 
land any more than against Italy, but 
as we do not know what others are 
doing, it is part of our duty to pre 
pare for the holy war; for the French 
fatherland against its enemies who- 
ever they may be. I am convinced, 
thanks to the fellow workers with 
wIkjui 1 am surrounded, that we can 
face every eventuality. Security 
hardly exists any more for the civiliz- 
ed world. At the end of the nine- 
teenth century, after the defeat of 
France by the barbarism of old Ger- 
m.iny, we saw an offensive return of 
the law of brute force. The whole 
world seemed to be dominated by the 
maxim: 'Might before right.' We 
must thin devote all our efforts to 
keeping Intact that focus of justice 
and light — 'French genius.' " 

France has at Blzerta a powerful 
military and naval stronghold which 
with Totilon on tbe north of the 
Mediiteranean. French military and 
naval men assert that France's naval 
power In the west of the Medltteran- 
eafl Is unssallablc and all that is re- 
qtilred to consolidate the posltiim ot 
France is the construction of the so- 
called canal of two seas, which Is to 
unite the Mediterranean with tbe Bay 
of Biscay, and thus render her inde- 
pendent of the straits of Gibraltar. 

First White Republican Convention 
Birmingham, Ala.. Sept. 16.— The 
Republican state convention met here 

with a large aiieiidance pi-eseni, al- 
most ever> county in Alabama being 
repre8ente<l. James Bowron. former 
vice president Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railway eompany, acted as tem- 
porary chairman. The convention is 
composed e\<'hi^ively of white men, 
being the lir-i white Uepulilican 
state convention ever held in Ala- 
bama. Before the convention met 
the state executive committee unseat- 
ed all negro delegates A number of 
Iirominent negn.. s are on lumd to 
protest against this action, but it is 
not expected their protests will be 
heeded. United Stages Senator J. ('. 
Prlchard of North Carolina is present 
liy in'.italion and will address ilie 
convention. It is expected he will en- 
dorse the white movement. Former 
State Senator H. L. McElderry of 
Talladega is slated for governor. 

Nothing Given Out. 

Des .Moines, la.. Sept. 1«. — Attorney 
deneral .Vlullan handed an ojiinlon to 
Covernor A. H. Cummins with regard 
to the legality of the recent filing of 
Incorporation papers of the Rock 
Island and Pacific Railway company 
with the secretary of state. The gov 
ernor refuses to make public tlie con- 
tents j)f the opinion for the reason 
that he desires to have a statement 
from himself accompany the same 
when made public. No Intimation 
has heen given of the position taken 
by tile aitorn.'V general and all state- 
ments made with iegar<i to the same 
are simply guesses. Governor Cum- 
mins left for Ames. la., to attend a 
meeting of the board of trustees to 
take up the subject of a successor of 
the late President Ueardshear. of tlie 
Iowa state agricultural college. He 
win leave upon his return for Massa- 
chusetts to attend the launching of 
the Des Moines cruiser. 



Andrews Teetlfles. 

Detroit, Sept. 16.— Frank C. An- 
drews, who was convicted of misap- 
plying and misappropriating funds of 
the wrecked City Savings bank of 
tills city, took the witness stand In 
recorder' court and testified as to his 
investigation of the jurors who con- 
victed blm, which resulted in the af 
tidavlts on which his pending motion 
for a new trial Is based. Andrews 
•aid that about two weeks before tbe 
end of his trial he heard that one ot 
the jurors was prejudiced against him 
and Detective Connelly investigated 
the matter. He found that Juror 
Bock had made statements against 
Andrews. Andrews denied strongly 
and p(iHiti\fly that he ever authoriz- 
ed Connelly to pay any one money for 
givlne testimony against Boch. 



FEDERAL PLAN URGED 



Senate Brought Face to Face With 
tho liiuo In tho Codt Bill. 



CHANGES MADE IN THE NASH BILL 



Kll'iirls of (')iii'iiiii.itl >l<'iii)ii'ri« lie* 
furc the House ( (iiiitnltti-i- to lu- 
corpornte tlie Uuurd Plan 
Quickly Voted Down. 



Columbus, O , Sept. n;.— Tiie Fe«- 
slon of the select commitiee of tho 
house had a long and stormy session, 
but two pninis weix- decided. The 
first was that there will be no more 
night sessions of the committee and 
the second that the Nash code will 
look more like the federal plan than 
anything els*.' when it is rejjorti'd 
back to the house. Only one section 
of the code was considered at the ses- 
sion, that being a contlnuatifin of the 
meeting .Monday evening when the 
committee hung up on the Denman 
motion, which was overwhelmingly 
defeated. A motion by Mr. Williams 
which had the effect of giving (Mucin- 
natl a board for publie saieiy was 
voted down. 

The senate struck the milk in the 
code cocoanut when it reached the 
section providing for the election ot 
a board of imhlic service to consist 
of three inenihers. When the section 
bad been read, .Mr. .Moore of Athens 
offered an amendment providing for 
five Instead of three members, which 
was promptly voted down, and then 
Senator .Judson offered an ainend- 
mr-nt i)roviding for the election of a 
director of public Improvements. 
Tbla raised the question directly of 
substituting the federal plan for the 
board plan, and i)rovoked an animat- 
ed discussion, wliich occupied the en- 
tire morning session, with a vote still 
not reached when the senate recessed 
for the noon hour. 

A bill drawn by .\ttorney General 
Sheets will lie introduced to set right 
the jury laws in tbe counties of Cuy- 
ahoga, Hamilton, Franklin, Lucas, 
Montgomery and Mahoning. In these 
six counties the Juries are drawn un- 
der special and therefore imdonbted- 
ly unconstitutional aeis. The lull re- 
enacts, with a feAT minor amend- 
ments, the law now in force in 82. 
counties of the state, making it appli- 
cable to all. The most Important 
change increases from three to 10 
the number of days during which the 
jury commission may remain In ses- 
sion. 

The Nash code will be the basis 

of ealeula'i:iu with the house code 
commiitee. Tiiis action, however, 
was not secured without a struggle, 
as a strong minority opposed It. The 
committee met In tbe finance com- 
mittee room. The attendance was 
not large but there was a quorum 
pri'senf. Mr. Cole of IIan('ocl< county 
moved that as there were four code 
bills before the committee, house bill 
No. 5, the governor's code, be used as 
a basis for action by the committee, 
and lliis was promptly st condei; by 
.Mr. Worthington, another administra- 
tion man. Vigorous speeches followed 
for and against the proposition, and 
the Nash code was adopted at once 
as a liasis for fuitlier discussion. 

.\ iilan of lu'overnnieat was decided 
upon liy ilir <<iinmittee. Tl is will be 
the department plan. Heads of de- 
partments will be elected by the 
people. 

Valuable Timber Burned. 
Denver. Sept. 16. — But little pro- 
gress toward checking the fox st fires 
In different sections of the slate is lie- 
ing made. At the hea<l of ('liieaj;o 
creek, tbe fire Is again beyond con- 
trol. A vsst strip of territory has 
been burned over and it Is feared 
that the towns along Clear creek will 
experience a shortage of wati r due 
to the fact that the fire has destroyed 
the protection to the snow beds. 
United States Forest Superviser 
Henry Nicholson, who is conducting 
tlie t'vAh\ against the llie in tlie nei,gb- 
borh(X)d of Cassels, at the head of 
Piatt canyon, called upon the mining 
companies In that vicinity for assist- 
ance In fighting the flames and men 
were di'spatched with compute ((pilp- 
ment to his aid. The flre has burned 
fbr several weeks and has destroyed 
much valuable timber. Several •am- 
mer resorts are In danger. 

Death of Rev. Seibert. 
New York, Sept. 16. Rev. Dr. George 
C. Seibert, professor ot Hebrew exe- 
gesis at the German Theologlcai sem- 
inary of Newark, died from conges- 
tion of the lungs, on board the 
steamer Kroonlaed Tuesday, whi n 
the vessel was three days out from 
Antwerp. He was bom at Wetter, 
Germany, In 1828, and was the author 
ot several works on philosophy and 
theology.

The Progress of the Tapsgraphie Sarvey of 
Keatarky. 

The progress which the I'uited States 
Geological Survey is making in the topo- 
graphic survey of Kentucky this season 
is indicated by a recent report by Mr. H.
